WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Drummer Tax Unconstitutional—Aque- 
duct Commission— Vilas’ Campaign Tour. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 29.—In an opin- 


ion rendered by Justice Bradley tn the drum- 
mer tax case of Wm. G. Asher vs. the State of 
Texas, the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day declared unconstitutional all State laws 
imposing a license tax on commercial travel- 
ers not residents of the State imposing the tax. 
Asher was a resident of New Orieans, and 
while selling goods by sample was arrested 
and fined for violation of the State law mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor for any person to do 
business as a commercial traveler without 
first having taken out an occupation 
tax. Asher contested the oconstitution- 
ality of this statute, taking the ground that. 
it was 2 to the clause of the Consti. 
tion giving Oongress the exclusive ‘ee 
regulate interstate commerce. The State 
Court decided against him. Asber appealed 
the case to the Supreme Court, which to-day 
gave a degision in his favor. The Court, in 
its opinion, says that it sees no differ- 
ence between this case and the Robbins 
(Tennessee) case, in which the State law was 
held to be unconstitutional. As to the con- 
tention of the authorities of Texas 
that the 88 of the Supreme Court 
in the case was in conflict 
with prior — * of the court, Justice 
Bradle ey very dryly | Fee wh that even were this 
true, the court supposed that a 
later decision bly the efivot of over-ruling a 
prior decision with which it may not de in 
harmony.

The Mutton Supply. 
From the Boston Herala. 

The demand for mutton in this country is 
clearly increasing ata more rapid rate than 
the source of supply. During the week end- 
ing October5 45,000 head of sheep were re- 
ceived atthe Union Stockyards at Chicago, 
this being the largest week’s receipt ever re- 
corded. There is annually received in the 
Boston market about 500,000 head of sheep, in 
the New York market more than 1,500,000, and 
at the Philadelphia market approximately 
about half as much as at New York. Taking 
the country asawhole, the consumption of 
mutton can not fall far short of 15, 000, 000 head 
of sheep a year, which is held by experts to 
be rather more than the present rate of in- 
crease of sheep. Under these conditions, it 
ought to be soon, if it is not now, a profitable 
occupation to raise sheep for mutton alone, 
independent of any value that their wool may 
have.

Secretary Bayard, and more which 
measures the life of our republic and in most 
of them no demands for the reprimand of our 
ministers have been made by the Govern- 
ments to which they have been 
accredited. When Mr. Monroe, aiter- 
wards President of the United States, was 
Minister to Frante in 1794 he was severely 


criticised by the Federalist party in this coun- 
try on the ground that he was unduly concilia- 
tory in bis conduct towards the French Gov- 
erment. Mr. §Monroe’s course, however, was 
abl defended by his friends who 
called attention to the fact tha 
his instructions which were drawn by Secre- 
tary of State Randolph required him to take 
wee step to conciliate the revolutionary au- 
thorities who were at the time the de facto 
government of France. It was aiso well-known 
at the time of his appointment that his 
sympathies were wit that movement. 
In addition the records of the department 
show that Secretary Pickering, who suc- 
ceeded Mr. Randolph, left Mr. Monroe during 
the most critical period of the revolution en- 
tirely without instructions. It was there- 
fore natural that Mr. Monroe should have 
felt that he was thus left to bis 
own judgment, which, together with 
his sympathies inclined him toward the belief 
that the French revolutionary movement 
tended not only to liberty but to safe govern- 
ment. Mr. Monroe was finally recalled, how- 
ever, and Mr. Pinckney ——— as his 
successor. When Mr. Monroe and Mr. 
French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs the latter received 
the newly appointed Minister very cooly and 
afew days afterward Mr. Monroe received a 
formal notification that Mr. Pinckney would 
not be received until grievances then com- 
plained of by France were 
and Mr. Monroe’s position was 
peculiarly embarrassin by the 
that this communication was coupled 
with a profusion of compliments to himself. 
At that time no stranger could remain in 
France without police permission, and not 
only did the Government refuse to Tecognize 
Mr. Pinckney as Minister, but he was in- 
formed a few days later that he could not 
remain in Paris without this permission 
and that should he remain he laid himself 
liable to arrest. He accordingly obtained his 
passports and leit Paris for Holland. Dipio- 
matic relations were not resumed for 
a considerable period. Governeur Mor- 
ris. when Minister to France, in 
1733, occasioned considerable embarrassment 
to the President of the United States 
by his course in 3 advice and support 
to the reactionary party. His action was made 
the subject of correspondence between this 
country and the French Government. Mr. 
Jefferson, then vege ered ate of 2 in describ- 
ing a conversation wh with Presi- 
dent W 3 as to the —.— *. Mr. Morris 
says: The President saw that Mr. Morris 
could no longer be continued there consistant 
with the public good; thatthe moment was 
critical in our favor and ought not to be lost.

THE NICARAGUA INCIDENT. 

The question of the position which the 
American representative should assume 
toward the political controversies of 
the country in which he was lo- 
cated were very clearly set forth 
by, our State Department in certain com- 

fications sent to Minister Wheeler, then 
located at Grenada, Nicaragua, during the 
time of the romantic episode of the Walker in- 
surrection, which occurred in 18%. This 
insurrection, as will be remembered, was of 
the nature of a fillibustering expedition of a 
higher order, and resulted in the establish- 
ment of a temporary government of Walker's 
own making. Atter the city of Nicaragua had 
been taken by the insurgents every effort was 
made for the establishment of peace, and the 
Presidency of the New Republic was of- 
fered to Walker. This he declined in 
favor of Gen. Corral, a native officer. A com- 
mittee of citizens, joined by some priests and 
the late Minister of War and Minister of 
Foreign Relations under the government just 
deposed, called upon the American 
Minister, Col. Wheeler, and requested 
that he would proceed to the town 
of Rivas, where Gen. Carroll resided, with 
propositions of peace. Col. Wheeler declined, 
as he did not wish to compromise his govern- 
ment in any shape. It was urged by the com- 
mittee, however, that no doubt existed in 
the minds of any that peace would 
be afiected, and further that such 
interference was not unusual in the diplo- 
matic history of all countries, civilized or say- 
age. Col. Wheeler was finally prevailed upon 
to accede to the reqnest and left the city at 

midnight, accompanied by the Minister of 
War, who gave his parol of honor 
to return with him. They reached Rivas 
about noonon a certainday and found the 
lace strongly fortified by the forces of Corral

NEW YorK, October 29.—The Times’ Wash- 
ington special says: Thatthe United States 
Government has taken such steps as will 
certainly result in the retirement of Lord 


Sackville from his office as Minister is beyond 
doubt. This is the only statement concerning 
the outcome of Sackvilie’s unwarranted and 
impertinent meddling in the pending polliti- 
cal canvass that can be made on positive au- 
thority bere. In all other particulars every- 
body conversaht with the facts maintains a 
discreet and studied silence or speaks 
evasively. Secretary Bayard went to 
his home in Delaware yesterday to 
remain over Sunday, possibly to get out of 
reach of newspaper correspondents and other 
anxious inguirers who have been trying to 
keep posted on the details of the present very 
unusual situation. Assistant Secretary Rives 
aud one or two other State Department o- 
cers, who know what messages nave been 
sent to London, have also disappeared. The 
few informed persons who are left could 
hardly say iess if they had received 
positive instructions not to talk about the 
Sackviile incident. Butin spite of the disin- 
clination on the part of the authorities to talk, 
there is every reason to believe that the Gov- 
ernment has A made any formal demand 
for the recall of Lord Sackville. It has not 
gone so far, the single reason being that it ex- 
pects to see the British Minister take his leave 
without putting the United States to the 
necessity of — such a demand. 
It is known that in high government 
circles the opinion is held that as the 
plain fact of the Minister’s correspondence 
with Murchison has been before Her Majest#’s 
Government, only one course will be open to 
the British authorities and that that will be 
to call Lord Sackville home. It is thought by 
some that Lord Salisbury may possibly permit 
Lord Sackville to resign in recognition of the 
fact that he had faithfnily served his country 
for twenty years before making such a colossal 
blunder. he plain facts are now in Lord 
Salisbury’s possession and the American au- 
thorities confidentiv await the inevitable re- 
call of Lord Sackvilhe. Lord Salisbury has not 
had to rely upon the American Minister to 
England for his intor mation concerning Lord 
cackville’s stupidity. Numerous dispatches 
have passed between the British Foreign 
Office in London and the British Office in 
Washington and the British Minister has bad 
ample opportunity to send on his own state- 
ment with explanations. Lord Sackville 
and his staff are as guarded in their conversa- 
tion as the State Department people, and no 
information regarding these cablegrams 
is given outat the Legation. It is asserted, 
and the report finds many believers, that one 
of Lord Salisbury’s dispatches found fauit 
with the Minister in very pointed terms. No 
good authority can be found for this story,and 
in diplomatic circies it is generally discred- 
ited. Such areprimand, it is said, would not 
come until it was accompanied by an order for 
the Minister to return to England or a demand 
for his resignation. Ifa dispatch of this nat- 
ure has been received to-day it has been very 
suecessfully kept out of sight.

A correspondent this evening was 
admitted to an interview with the Minister 
and had an opportunity of drawing his atten- 
tion to various published reports stating that 
he had deen recalled, that he him- 
self had asked to be recalled 
and that President Cleveland had said that 
unless the recall was madein three days he 
would be dismissed by this Government from 
this capital. The Minister glanced over the 
reports referred to and admitted thrt he had 
read them, but again begged to be excused 
from saying anything. He seemed, ho er, 
to regard the newspaper reports as . 
gerated. 

The newspapers, said he, ‘‘will sa 
everything about me, but I must not tal 
back. I cannot at the present time either con- 
firm or contradict any reports the newspapers 
may print, but I will say to you that a large 
proportion of these newspaper reports sur- 
prises me very much.“ 

When asked if he had any modification to 
make of the statement he made after his inter- 
view with Secretary Bayard, that what hap- 
pened would make no difference in his rela- 
tions with the Secretary, the Minister said: 
No, I have no modifications to make; in 
fact I have not a word to say. 

He is so persistent in the repetition of this 
formula about not having a word to say that 
there is hardiv a doubt he ie acting in obedi- 
ence to a strict injunction from London, He 
can’t conceal the fact that he chafes under 
the newspaper denunciations to which he is 
being subjected, and if left to his own discre- 
tion there is hardly any doubt he would de- 
fend himself, 


Lord Sackville’s Public Career. 
Lord Sackville, formerly Hon. Sir Lionel 
Sackville West, K. C. M. G., first entered the 
service in the Foreign Office in 1845 under the 
late Earl of Aberdeen. He served in the For- 
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ferent times from August, 1858, till September 
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“they did not need the British Minister’s 


advice to guide them in oasting their 
vote at the next presidential election, they 
will probably understand a little better what 
their own interests are by learning from Lord 
Sackville what are the interests of Great Brit- 
ain. But this English Minister’s interference 
in our affairs is impertinent and unpardon- 
able, and he ought to be sent home to his 
own country. 
A KENTUCKIAN’S OPINION.

In regard to the 
British Minister’s blunder, Mr. Thompson 
said: It was a great mistake for Lord Sack- 
ville to write a letter relating to our internal 
affaira which could by any possibility go into 
the public print, and most private let- 

are liable to that possibility if 
they are at all worth publication. 
But I do not think that a private letter, after- 
wards exposed without his consent, ought to 
subject. the Minister to so severe a penalty 
as a recall. The writer of a letter 
Is the owner’ of it and nobody has. the 
right to publish it without his consent, and 
consequently all there is in it is that the Brit- 
ish Minister has been entrapped and badly 
treated by some mythical person for cam- 
paign purposes.’’ 

„Wil the letter have any considerable effect 
upon the voting?’’ 

Ido not see how it can possibly have any 
effect upon the voting. The only sentiment 
the Minister seems to have expressed toward 
the Administration was this: That while Presi- 
dent Cleveiand .would hold fast to the position 
he had taken on the subject of retaliation 
towards Oanada, yet at the same time 
he believed that good will between the 
two governments would be preserved, and 
there would be no breach of the peace caused 
by it. I think myself that is a very worthy 
sentiment, and one that both sides can afford 
to strive for, to exact, as ip my opinion 
President Cleveland does, a full recogni- 
tion of the rights of American citizens 
both native and naturalized, at home and 
abroad, and at the same time to preserve peace 
with the friendly powers. Ithink a demand 
by his own government upon: the British 
Minister for an explanation, which would 
probabiy necessitate his temporary leave 
from here in order to make it, 
would be a sufficient reprimand to 
prevent him hereafter from writing 
—— olitical letters to people he does not 

now. The position takenin the matter by 
Mr. Sayard may render the position of Minis- 
ter West so uncomfortable that he may ask 
for his own recall, being no longer of any 
service to his Government here, for with Sec- 
retary Bavard’s public deciaration staring 
him in the face he can po longer sustain past 
relations with the State Department. 

WHAT WHEELER SAYS. 

Representative Wheeler of Alabama, the 
cavalry general of the Confederacy, is a 
fighter when fighting is to be done, but he is 
not at all pugnac!ous in regard to the Britis 
Minister episode. ‘‘I do és 
said he, „that there is 
wrong in Lord Sackville’s . 
In the first place it was a private letter, but I 
do not lay much stress upon that, for I think 
that the Minister would have the right to say 

ublicly as much as he said in his letter. 
4e does nothing more than to express 
his confidence thatthe present administra- 
tion wil’ endeavor to have our disputes with 
England considered in a conciliatory manner 
and settled in péace. That is a sentiment 
that any foreign minister at Washington 
might properly express concerning 
the relations of his own government 
to ours. It is diplomac iteelf and 
the Minister might be expected to speak in 
that strain even if he did notbelieve what he 
was saying. Lord Sackville does not. pretend 
to know anything about President Cleveland’s 
intentions beyond what he learned from 
his publicannouncement. He distinctly says 
to his correspondent it is impossible to 
predict the course that President Cleveland 
may adopt in regard to the fisheries and other 
questions in dispute. The Democratic party 
is the government of this country at the 

resent time and the Democratic President is 
ts head. Why should.the British Minis- 
ter or any other foreign Minister at the 
present time not speak respectiully and in a 
friendly way of the administration? It is his 
duty. hen a Minister comes here for the 
first time and calis upon the President for the 
first time, will the Minister not tell you as a 
newspaper man what his impressions of Mr. 
Cleveland are, and will his impressions not 
be very favorable? It is the Minister’s duty 
that they should beso. He may form what- 
ever opinion he chooses about Harrison, but 
of Cleveland he as adiplomatist can have 
— but a favorable opinion and good 
words.

THE BAD BEEF QUESTION. 


LOCAL BUTCHERS DISCUSS THE EXPOSURES 
IN THE “POST-DISPATCH.” 


Little of the Beef Killed in Chicago and 
Kansas City Is Sold Here, but Some of 
It Is Eaten—Remedies Suggested—felief 
Expected From the Senatorial Commit- 
tee. 


HE publication in

bad meat which had been shipped to St. 
Louis and sold here. The wholesale butchers 
of Chicago and Kansas City do sell some 
meatin St. Louis, and there ia little protec- 


tion for the consumer against bad meat 
except an honest butcher who will not sell or 
handle the stuff. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, very little dressed beef comes to this 
market and very littie is sold here. The 
butchers bere generally kill for themselves, 
but tue poorer people run the risk of wetting 
bold ofthe bad eat which some Chicago or 
Kansas City slaughterers have sent here. 
DR. DUDLEY, 

the Health Comuiissioner, was asked this 
morning if Brokate had been sent to visit the 
slaughter-houses of the two cities mentioned 
for any special purpose other than to collect 
facts concerning the condition of the business 
in those places. 

No, said Dr. Dudley, Inspector Brokate 
obtalned permission to go in order to have 
facts to lay before the United States 
Senatorial Committee when it comes here. It is 
desirable that it should have ali the facts 
that can be furnished in order that it can 
have a thorough understanding of the sub- 
ject. The idea is not that there is so much 
danger to St. Louis at present from the sale of 
beef from these slaughter- houses where 
diseased cattle are kilied, for the sale here 
amounts to very little. It is a danger, though. 
which is always imminent as long as the sale 
goes on, and while an opportunity to lay all 
the facts in the case before the Senatorial 
Com mittee is open it is wise to take advantage 
ofit. Mr. Brokate is anxious to havealaw 
passed requiring a live inspection of all cattie 
in the State where they are offered for sale, 
and it seems to methat that would be a proper 
remedy and an effectual one.’’ 

THE LOCAL BUTCHERS! 
were very much interested in the movement 
and in the PosT- DISPATCH article of yesterday, 
and they are anxious to see the investigations 
pushed forward until something is accom- 
plished in the way of regulating with greater 
strictness the sale of meat whichis not good 
beyond question.

was seen this morning in the Union Market 
and asked if thesale of dressed beef in this 
market was sufficiently great to cause alarm.

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the butcher's trade. Most of the men who 
have opened shops of this kind are 
small grocers who have stores in the poorer 
districts. They are furnished with dressed 
beef and they do not know whether it is good 
orbad. Only an experienced butcher can tell 
by looking at meat whether the steer was 
sound or sickly. A butchercan do it; but no 
one else, and these cers take all sorts of 
meat and sell it to their customers, who are as 
ignorant as they as to whether the meat is fit 
orunfit. They sell this meat to the smali 
dealers for 4 cents a pound, and you know 
that if they buy good meat as the butchers do 
they have to Pay cents or 5 cents a pound 
on the hoof, and they can’t slaughter 
and take out the waste, and then sell it for 4c. 
The poor are the ones who buy this meat be- 
cause itis cheap, and they are the ones who 
suffer fromthe slaughtering of diseased or 
‘down’ cattle. At those siaughter-houses 
they may killa ‘down’ bullock that has been 
badly bruised, and senda piece of the meat 
here among a lot of ather pieces of good meat, 
and no one would discover the bad one. It 
comes from a bruised bullock, and, therefore, 
is bad meat, but the piece itself may not show 
the bruises, and coming in, say a car-load, | 
no one wonld ever see its condition, 
I'l tell you how those fellow 
sell cheap meat. They don’t sell beef, whic 
is steer meat, but old cow meat. I went up 
the river last summer and stopped at Daven- 

ort, where one of the dressed beef men bas a 

uge refrigerator. I told them whol was and 
they showed me through the whole place. I 
went through every room in it and saw a lot 
of meat, butin the whole refrigerator there 
was not a steer—nothing but cows. I said, of 
course, that it was a nice lot of beef and 
walked awa , but I found out then how those 
fellows worked. They ship the choice steer 
beef East and send the cow meat to 
places around here. There is only one 
way to correct these evils, and that is to re- 
quire an inspection on the hoof of all the meat 
offered. That will stopthe sale of bad mea 
and prevent any being brought in, but that is 
the Only way.’
